^^  F  T  E  R  all  that  has  b^  ^n  oublifii'd  on  this 
jjl  Subjeft,  if  a  clear  Satisfaa  ~"  can  be  given 
to  the  meaneft  Capacity,  'neft    » 

the  Proteftant  Succefiion  in  tlie  ..oule  o. 
Hanover^  fome  Service  may  be  yet  done  to 
ourd^htful,  and  truly  moftiraciou«  King 
George^  and  to  his  Proteftant  Subjects  ^  efpec.  at  a 
time,  when  the  Friends  of  the  Pretender  v\'ill  do  their 
litmoft  to  promote  Divifion  :  And  the  more  fecure  we 
are  in  a  general  Peace,  the  greater  is  our  Danger  from 
the  Enemies  of  our  holy  Religion. 

The  Right  of  the  Proteftant  Succeflion  fhali,  with 
God's  Aftiltance,  be  prov'd,  firft,  by  the  Law  of  thefe 
Kingdom?,  as  it  is  a  legal  Monarchy  •,  and  then  by  the 
Law  of  God,  whether  the  Monarchy  be  Legal,  or  Ab- 
folute.  And  a  Satisfa<flory  Anfwer  fhall  be  given  to  the 
Objeftion  of  Paflive  Obedience. 

•     The  known  Law  of  thefe  Kingdoms  of  England^ 
'Scotland^  {novi Great-Bntant)  and  Ireland^  was  and  is. 
That  the  King  (hall  govern  by  Laws  made  by  the  King 
and  a  free  Parliament. 

This,  as  it  concerns  EnrUndy  is  acknowledg'd  and 
dedar'd  by  the  learned  and  good  King  Charles  the  Firft, 
in  his  Anfwer  to  the  nineteen  Propolitions,  in  thefe 
Words:  ^  ' 
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'  There  being  three  kinds  of  Government  among 
'  Men,  Abfolute  Monarchy,  Ariftocracy,  (that  is  Go- 

*  vernment  by  the  Nobles)  and  Democracy,  (that  is, 
'  Government  bv  the  People,  and  fuch  as  they  choofe) 
^  The  Experience  and  Wifdom  of  your  Anceitors  hath 
'  fo  moulded  this  our  of  a  Mixture  of  thefe,  as  to  give 
'  this  Kin2,dom,  as  far  as  human  Prudence  can  provide, 
'  the  Conveniences  of  all  three,  without  the  Inconve- 
'  niences  of  any  one. 

'  In  this  Kingdom  the  Laws  are  jointly  made  by  a 
'  King,  by  a  Houfe  of  I'ttrs,  and  by  a  Houfe  of  Com- 

*  mons  chofen  by  the  People,  all  having  free  Votes  and 
'  particular  Privileges.  The  Government,  according 
'  to  thefe  LaV'S,  is  trufted  to  the  King,  &c'  And  a. 
few  i  ines  after  he  fays,  '  The  King  is  bound  to  proteft 
'  the  Law  when  he  knows  it,  and  his  Favourites  and 
'  Followers  are  bound  not  to  ferve  him  in  the  contrary.' 

Now  the  late  King  '^james  utterly  refus'd  to  be  fuch  a 
King  as  by  the  Law  cf  thefe  Kingdoms  he  had  any  right 
to  be,  that  is,  a  King  governing  by  the  Laws  of  a  free 
Parliament-,  and  having  no  right  to  be  any  other  King, 
he  made  himfelf  no  King.  And  fo  he  loft  and  for- 
feited the  Crown,  both  from  himfelf  and  his  Heirs. 
Thcieiore  we  have  moft  juftly  put  ourfelves  under  the; 
Government  only  of  his  Pmteftant  Heirs,  both  in  his 
life  time,  and  ever  fince,    This  fhall  be  now  prov'd. 

He  took  upon  him  in  his  Proclamation  for  Scotland^ 
February  12.  1686,  and  in  his  Declaration  for  Englandj 
jipril  4.  1687,  by  his  fingle  Authority  to  mike  void 
the  laws  made  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Proteftant 
Religion  from  Poperv,  and  Papifts  being  in  Offices  and 
places  of  Trull.  Althohe  mention'd  only  fome  Laws^ 
yet  thereby  he  let  us  know  what  he  would  do  with  all 
other  Laws,  when  he  thought  good.  For  in  that  Pro- 
clamation he  has  thefe  Words,  By  Our  abfolute  Power, 
which  all  Our  Subjelis  are  bound  to  obey  without  Rcfervc^ 
This  abfolute  Power  was  calTd  in  England  dlfpenfwg 
ox  fufp ending  Power  ',  which  are  only  fofrer  Names  for 
abfolute  Power.  For  in  that  Declaration  he  difpenfed 
with,  and  fufpended  the  whole  Execution  of  Laws  foi; 
the  future.  And  he  that  has  Power  to  do  fo,  has  abfo-i 
lute  Power  to  do  whatfoever  he  thinks  good.  ; 
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By  this  Authority  taken  upon  him,  he  did  in  all  the 
...ree  Kingdoms,  contrary  to  Law,  fee  up  and  advance 
the  publick  Profefliion  of  the  Popifh  Religion,  put  Pa- 
pifts  in  all  kinds  of  Offices  and  Places  of  Truft  both 
civil  and  military  •,  and  to  maintain  his  Defigns  againft 
our  Religion  and  Laws,  kept  (landing  Armies  in  time 
of  Peace. 

In  England^  contrary  to  Law,  he  put  both  Church 
and  State,  the  Univerlities,  and  even  the  Eleftions  of 
Parliament,  under  Arbitrary  Power  •,  and  he  feverely 
us'd  all,  not  fparing  even  the  Bifhops,  who  in  Con- 
fcience  of  their  Duty,  could  not  join  with  him  againft 
our  Religion  and  Laws. 

He  put  the  Church  and  the  Univerfities  under  a 
Court  of  Commiflioners  contrary  to  exprefs  Law?. 
Thfcfe,  of  whom  one  was  a  Papilr,  befides  other  their 
epprelfive  Proceedings,  fufpended  the  Bifhop  of  Lon- 
don^ becaufe  he  would  not  fufpend  a  w^orthy  Divine, 
without  fo  much  as  citing  him  to  anfwer  for  himfelf. 

The  Archbifhop  of  Cwterbury  and  fix  other  Bifhops, 
for  a  moft  humble  Petition  in  the  behalf  of  the  Church, 
were  imprifon'd  and  profecuted,  and  brought  to  a 
Tryal  as  Offenders  before  Popifh  Judges  \  and  the  Pro- 
teftant  Judges  of  the  Bench  that  acquitted  them,  were 
thereupon  turn'd  out  \  as  were  fach  other  Judges  as 
would  keep  to  the  Law,  and  not  follow  Arbitrary  Di- 
reftions.    - 

And  all  in  any  Office  in  the  State,  that  would  not  be 
for  repealing  the  Laws  made  for  the  Security  of  the 
Proteftant  Religion,  were  likewife  turn'd  out. 

The  Prelident  and  Fellows  of  Magdalen  College  in 
Oxford  were  turn'd  our,  and  Papiflsput  in  their  Places, 
becaufe  the  Fellows  would  not  chufe  a  Prefident  con- 
trary to  the  Statutes  of  the  College.  And  they  were 
not  only  ttn'n'd  out  of  their  Free-holds,  but  alfo  by  the 
aforefaid  Court  of  Commiflioners,  were  fentenc'd  to  be 
uncapable  of  any  Kenefice  or  Promotion  in  the  Church. 

The  Flexions  of  Parliament- JMen-  were  put  under 
Arbitrary  Power,  by  the  changing  of  Corporati^i^s 
(begun  by  Kini^  Ch:-!rles  11.)  fo  as  tfiey  fhould  take  none 
•  k>r  t-hei¥"Mi>iiaii^s  of  Pctrliamenr,  but  thofe  that  ihould 
be  nam'd  to  them  :^  and  by  the  making  Popifli  Sheriffs, 
and  by  other  means.     A^naTltis-being  done,  King  Ja-tnes 
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by  his  Declaration,  September  20.  1688,  let  us  knowi 
that  he  would  have  repeal'd  the  Penalties  in  the  Afts  of 
Uniformity,  of  Perfons  not  promoted,  or  to  be  pro- 
moted to  any  Benefice  or  Promotion  in  the  Church, 
for  exercifing  their  Religion  contrary  to  Law. 

So  his  Refolution  was  by  a  Colour  of  Law  to  put 
Popifh  Priefts  into  Churches,  and  Church-Promotions, 
as  without  fuch  a  Colour  he  had  done  in  Scotland. 

By  thefe  and  other  means,contrary  to  Law,he  difpos'd 
all  things  to  bring  in  Arbitrary  Government  and  the 
cruel  Bondage  of  Popery.  And  that  he  might  do  the 
fame  more  efFeftually,  contrary  to  Law,  Proteftant 
good  Subjefts  were  difarm'd,  Papiits  were  arm'd  ^  and 
his  unlawful  ftanding  Army  was  to  be  fill'd  by  degrees 
with  Popifh  Soldiers,  as  the  Army  in  Ireland  were  fiU'cJ 
with  them  all  at  once.  And  on  this  filling  his  Army  he 
was  foearneftly  bent,  that  when  fome  Gentlemen,  Of- 
ficers of  a  Regiment  quarter'd  at  Vortfmouth  (which 
they  had  rais'd  at  their  own  Charges  for  the  King's 
Service  againft  the  Rebellion  of  JUlonmouth')  defir'd, 
with  all  humble  Refpeft,  the  DuKe  of  Berwick  to  give 
them  leave  to  recruit  the  fame  Regiment  with  Engli/h- 
■meny  or  to  lay  down  their  Commiflions  ^  when  that 
Duke  had  order'd  them  to  take  in  about  thirty  Iriflj 
Gentlemen  Papifts  :  an  Account  of  this  was  forthwith 
fent  to  the  King  at  Windfor\  and  a  Party  of  Horfe  was 
fent  in  great  Anger  to  fetch  thofe  rebellious  heretical 
Officers,  to  have  them  hang'd  by  Martial  Law.  But 
before  their  Tryal,  came  the  firft  News  of  the  Prepa- 
rations in  Holland  for  our  Relief  :  And  fo  thofe  honeft 
Gentlemen  were  only  cafhier'd. 

In  Scotland  he  broke  the  Law  more  than  in  "England, 
There  Proteftant  Churches  and  Chappels  were  turn'd 
to  Popifh  Service.  The  Children  of  Proteftant  Noble, 
men  and  Gentlemen  were  taken  from  them,  and  fent 
abroad  to  be  bred  Papifts.  Oaths  were  impos'd  con- 
trary to  Law.  The  Judges  that  kept  to  the  Law,  and 
would  not  follow  arbitrary  Direftions,  were  turn'd 

«ut,  as  in  England.  The  Charters  of  the  Royal  Bur- 
!)ughs,  which  made  the  third  Eftate  of  the  Parliament, 
were  chang'd,  fo  as  that  they  might  take  for  their 
Members  of.  Parliament,  only  fuch  as  fhould  be  nam'd 
to  them.    And  this  Change  was  nude  without  any  Pre- 
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lence  (as  in  Englancl)  of  either  Sentence,  or  Surrender; 
or  Confent. 

Proteftants  were  difarm'd.  All  the  Forts  and  Maga- 
zines were  put  into  the  Hands  of  Pipifts.  The  unlawful 
ftanding  Army  had  free  Quarters  aiiow'd  them,  befides 
fufficient  Pay.  The  Officers  of  the  Army  were  im- 
ploy'd  as  Judges  throughout  the  Kingdom,  and  quar- 
ter'd  in  thole  Places  where  they  could  hold  Offices  and 
Jurifdiftions.  And  by  them  many  were  put  to  death 
without  legal  Tryal,  Jury  or  Record.  By  thefe  and 
other  Opprefiions,  contrary  to  Law,  was  Scotland  dif- 
trefsU  And  without  doubt  as  much  was  defign'd  for 
Engla?7d. 

In  Ireland^  which  is  a  Dependent  and  Member  of 
the  Kingdom  of  England^  the  whole  Government  was, 
contrary  to  Law,  put  into  the  Hands  and  Arbitrary 
Power  of  Papilts,  and  of  a  ftanding  Army  all  Papifts  : 
All  the  Proteftants  of  it  that  would  not  turn,  were  at 
once  difarm'd,  and  Papifts  put  in  their  Places. 

So  that  whole  Kingdom  was  put  under  the  Power  of 
the  Children  of  thofe  bloody  and  treacherous  Monfters, 
who  not  fifty  Years  before  cruelly,  barbaroufly,  and 
treacheroufly,  in  cold  Blood,  in  lels  than  two  Years 
murder'd,  deftroy'd,  or  drove  out  of  their  Habitations 
(according  to  the  moft  moderate  Accounts)  above 
three  hundred  thoufand,  befides  thofe  that  were  kill'd 
in  Fight.  And  this  was  done  at  a  time  when  all,  and 
even  the  wifeft,  Proteftants  aftur'd  themfelves  that  they 
were  in  a  perfeft  and  lafting  Peace  with  thofe  Papifts. 

And  as  in  Ireland  all  was  put  under  the  Arbitrary 
Power  of  Papifts  :  fo  without  doubt  the  fame  was 
defign'd  to  be  in  England  and  Scotland^  as  foon  as  it 
could  be.  And  when  that  ftiould  be  brought  to  pafs, 
then  we  may  be  fure  the  Papifts  would  be  no  Change- 
lings from  what  they  always  have  been,  when  they  had 
Power  and  Opportunity.  Then  with  the  help  of 
France^  if  it  fhould  be  wanted,  every  body  that  knows 
any  thing  of  the  Defigns  and  Praftices  of  the  Papifts, 
cannot  doubt,  but  that  there  would  follow,  either  fuch 
a  cruel  and  barbarous  Murder  of  the  Proteftants 
throughout  all  the  three  Kingdoms,  and  the  Dominions 
belonging  to  them,  as  there  was  in  Ireland.,  or  fuch  a 
cruel  and  barbarous  Perfecution  as  was  lately  in  France. 

And 
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•And  that  the  French  King  would  not  be  wanting  iti 
his  Afiirtance,  appears  not  only  by  the  Obligation  of 
his  Religion  to  root  out  thofe  the  Papifts  call  Hcreticks, 
but  alfo  by  what  he  declar'd  by  his  AmbalTador  at 
the  Hague^  who  in  his  Memorial  to  the  States,  Sep- 
tember 9.  1688,  (Neni  Stile)  concerning  their  Prepa. 
rations  for  our  Relief,  has  thefe  Words  :    '  His  Ma- 

*  jefty  hath  commanded  me  to  declare  to  you  on  his 
'  Part,  That  the  Bands  of  Friendfhip  and  Alliance 
'  between    him   and   the   King  of  Great- Brit ain^  will 

*  oblige  him  not  only  to  aflift  him,  but  alfo  to  look  on 
'  the  firft  A£l  of  Hoftility  that  fhall  be  committed  by 
*■  your  Troops,  or  your  Fleet,  againft  his  Majefty  of 

*  Great-Britain,    as  a  manifefi:  Rupture  of  the  Peace, 

*  and  a  Breach  with  his  Crown.' 

No  fair  Means  could  difTuade  King  Ja?nes  from  his 
Purpofe,  as  appears  by  the  aforefaid  Profecution  of  the 
Bifhops  for  their  moft  humble  Petition.  And  the 
Prince  and  Princefs  of  Orange  did,  in  a  moft  refpe£l- 
ful  manner,  fignify  to  him  their  Senfe  of  his  Proceed- 
ings. And  in  Anfwer  to  his  Defire  they  propofed  an 
Expedient,  whereby  the  Peace  of  thefe  Kingdoms,  and 
a  happy  Agreement  among  all  Perfuafions  in  Religion, 
might  be  fettled.  But  for  this  they  were  cenfur'd,  as 
if  they  had  defign'd  to  difturb  the  Quiet  and  Happinels 
of  the  Kingdoms. 

Whether  the  Pretender  was  born  of  the  Queen,  or 
not,  he  was  to  be  bred  up  contrary  to  the  Law,  in 
the  Popifh  Religion.  And  fo  he  put  us  out  of  hope  of 
feeing,  by  fair  means,  any  end  of  our  Oppreflions,  and 
of  our  juft  Fears  of  the  utter  Ruin  of  our  Religion, 
Laws  and  Liberties. 

So,  by  what  is  fa  id  before,  it  fully  appears,  That  the 
late  King  James  utterly  refufed  to  be  fuch  a  King  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  as  by  the  Laws  of  thefe 
Kingdoms  he  had  any  Right  to  be  -,  that  is,  a  King  go- 
verning by  the  Laws  of  a  free  Parliament :  and  this 
with  defign  to  fupprefs  and  root  out  the  true  Protef- 
tant  Religion,  and  to  bring  us  under  Popifh  Ty- 
ranny. 

If  he  had  utterly  refus'd  to  have  any  more  to  do 
with  us,  then  no  body  would  doubt  that  he  refufed 
to  be  our  King  :  Much  more  then  did  he  refufe  to 

be 
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be  our  King,  when  he  not  only  refufed  to  be  fuch  a 
King  as  he  had  any  Rie;ht  to  be  ^  but  alfo,  inftead  of 
being  our  King,  fhew'd  himfelf  to  be  an  implacable 
Enemy. 

Then  he  being  not  our  King,  but  our  Enemy,  altho 
he  WAS  ftill  call'd  the  King,  all  our  Oaths  and  Decla- 
tations  made  to  him,  as  to  the  King,  did  bind  us  no 
more  to  him  :  They  did  only  bind  us  to  obey  the 
Laws,  and  to  acknowledge  him  for  our  King,  while  he 
govern'd  according  to  Law.  Even  the  Oarh  which, 
contrary  to  Law,  he  impofed  upon  his  Subjerts  of 
ScotUndj  wherein  are  thefe  Words  ;,  I  ft} all  to  the  ut- 
7nofi  of  my  Power  defend  and  maintain  him^  his  Heirs 
and  lawful  Succejbrs,  in  the  Exercife  of  their  ahfolute 
Power  and  Authority  :  I  Uvj  even  this  Oath  die  bind 
them  no  more  ^  for  thofe  Words  of  the  Oath  were 
cunningly  devifed  in  order  to  a  more  pofitive  and  full 
Oath  for  abfolute  Power.  But  they  did  not  fuppofe 
him  an  abfolute  King  •,  but  they  fuppofed  only  fo  much 
as  he  had  of  Abfolute  Power,  namely,  Abfolute  Power 
to  call,  prorogue,  and  difTolve  Parliaments^  to  affent 
or  difTent  to  the  AtHis-,  to  make  whom  he  pleafed  Judges 
and  OflRcers,  of  thofe  that  were  qualify'd  by  Law,  and 
the  reft  of  the  abfolute  Prerogatives. 

He  being  not  our  King,  but  our  Enemy,  and  we  be- 
ing under  no  Obligation  to  be  fubjeft  to  him  ;  then  to 
take  Arms  under  the  CondutSl  of  the  Prince  of  Orange^ 
for  the  Prefervation  of  our  Religion,  Laws  and  Liber- 
ties, and  even  the  Lives  of  all  true  Proteftants,  was 
no  taking  Arms  againft  the  King,  and  no  refifting  the 
Power,  Rom.  13.  but  it  was  a  moft  juft  Undertaking, 
and  our  bounden  Duty,  according  to  the  Example  of 
the  Maccabees  (i /I/,:f.  6.  59.)  who  were  Suhjeifbs  of 
the  Greek  Empire,  as  their  Pofterity  were  Subjeds  to 
Cafar. 

When  he  faw  Arms  taken  under  the  Condu(fl  of  the 
Prince  of  Orange  \  then,  and  not  before^  he  laid  afide 
divers  of  the  Oppreliions  in  England  ^  but  no  otherwife 
than  as  a  Man  puts  off  his  Clothes  at  nighr,  intending 
to  put  on  them,  or  (ome  other  the  next  morning. 
For  he  ftill  held  his  CKum  to  Abfolute,  or  which  is  all 
one,  Difpenfmg  Power  :  he  nuintain'd  the  publick 
Exercife  of  Popery  :  he  kept  his  Popilh   Magiftrates 
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and  Officers  in  their  Places,  and  his  Poplfh  Soldiers  in 
their  Arms.  And  of  all  the  Orders  for  Redrefs  of 
Grievances  publifh'd  in  the  Gaz,ette,  there  was  not  one 
for  Scotland,  or  Ireland.  And  here  it  is  much  to  be 
noted,  that  when  he  had  fent  the  Bifhop  of  IVrnchefter  to 
reftore  the  Prefident  and  Fellows  of  Magdalen-College 
in  Oxford,  but  heard  the  News  that  the  Dutch  Fleet  had 
fuffer'd  fo  much  in  a  Storm,  that  it  could  not  be  able  to 
fail  again  before  the  next  Spring  •,  that  upon  that  he  re- 
call'd  the  Bifhop,  and  put  off  the  Reftitution.  But  after 
that,  when  he  heard  that  News  contradifted,  he  fent 
the  Bifliop  again  to  do  the  Work. 

There  is  no  neceflity  of  fAying  any  thing  here  of 
the  Proof  that  was  given  concerning  the  Birth  of  the 
Pretender. 

If  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  People  of  England 
had  been  put  off  with  thofe  Pieces  of  Redrefs,  they 
had  all  the  Reafon  in  the  World  to  be  afTur'd,  that  ef- 
feftual  Care  would  be  taken,  with  the  help  of  the  afore- 
faid  Bands  of  Friendlhip  and  Alliance  with  the  French 
King,  to  eftablifh  Popilli  Tyranny  for  ever  upon  the 
itrongeft  Foundations. 

There  was  no  underftanding  any  Promifes,  or  even 
Oaths  in  any  Senfe  contrary  to  the  meritorious  ferving 
the  Popifh  Church.  Therefore  I  will  not  fay  he  broke 
his  folemn  Promifes  made  at  his  firll:  coming  to  the 
Crown,  To  maintain  this  Government  both  in  Church 
and  State,  as  it  was  then  by  Law  eftablifh'd  ^  and  to  take 
care  always  to  defend  and  fupport  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land :  I  will  only  fay  that  he  made  us  believe  he  would 
not  do  as  he  has  done.  If  the  Words  of  his  Speeches 
be  compar'd  together,  and  thorowly  examin'd,  they 
may  perhaps  be  found  to  agree  perfedly  with  his  Per- 
formances. 

So  there  was  nothing  to  be  depended  upon,  but  only 
God's  Blelling  upon  the  Arms  that  were  taken.  And 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  People  of  England.,  with 
all  Reafon  and  Juftice  proceeded  with  their  Arms,  de- 
firing  a  Free  Parliament  as  the  only  Means  of  a  reafo- 
nable  Redrefs  of  our  Grievances. 

Ancrthe  hrchh\?no^  of  Canterbury,  and  other  Bifhc^ 
and  Lords,  November  the  17th,  prefentedi^o  the  King 
a  molt  humble,  and  molt  earneit  Petit|jii^  for  a  Free 
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Parliament,  with  all  fpsed,  as  the  only  Means  to  pre- 
ferve  the  King  and  Kingdom. 

The  People  of  Scotland  alfo  fent  fome  of  theic 
Nobility  and  Gentry  with  a  Petition  for  a  Free  Par- 
liament. 

This,  and  all  reafonable  Redrefs,  the  King  refus'd, 
until  he  faw  himfelf  conquer'd.  Then  November  the 
30th,  he  put  forth  a  Proclamation  for  a  Free  Parliament 
in  England,  And  December  the  8th,  he  fent  Propofals 
to  the  Prince  to  treat  v/ith  him  about  the  Freedom  of 
Elections  and  Sitting  -^  and  promifed  to  confent  to  every 
thing  that  could  be  reafonably  requir'd  for  the  Security 
of  all  that  fhould  come  to  it. 

December  the  loth,  he  receiv'd  from  the  Prince  the 
moft  reafonable  Anfwer  that  could  be  imagined.  He 
himfelf  faid  of  the  Prince's  Propofals,  That  they  were 
fairer  than  he  did,  or  could  expeft. 

Yet  for  all  that  he  order'd  the  fame  Day  all  the 
Writs  for  Parliament-Men,  that  were  not  fent  out, 
to  be  burnt,  and  a  Caveat  to  be  enter'd  againft  thofe 
that  were  fent  out.  And  very  early  the  next  Morning, 
he  withdrew  himfelf  in  order  to  go  into  France^  and 
left  his  People  to  (hift  for  themfelves. 

It  happen'd  that  he  wasftopt  unknown,  and  return'd, 
and  Itay'd  till  December  the  23d.  Then  he  withdrew 
again,  without  having  fhow'd  any  change  of  his  Mind 
while  he  ftay'd.  But  he  went  into  France^  and  left 
behind  him  a  Paper  written  with  his  own  Hand,  and 
therein  a  Proof  that  he  was  ftill  refolv'd  not  to  give 
his  People  any  reafonable  Satisfaftion  :  For  in  that 
Paper  he  faid,  Tioat  the  Prince  of  Orange  invaded  his 
Kingdoms  without  any  jufi  Occafion  given  for  it. 

So  by  his  withdrawing  the  firfl:  time,  and  by  his 
fhowing  no  change  of  Mind  after  he  was  (tay'd,  and 
withdrawing  again  in  the  fame  Mind,  he  fully  con- 
firm'd  his  utterly  refufing  to  be  fuch  a  King,  as  by 
the  Laws  of  thefe  Kingdoms  he  had  any  Right  to  be  : 
And  having  no  Right  to  be  any  other  King,  he  fully 
conHrm'd  his  making  himfelf  no  King. 

7'hus,  as  well  before  the  Prince  of  Orange  and  the 
People  of  England  took  Arms,  as  when  he  withdrew 
himfelf,  h-tibdicated,  that  is,  renounc'd  the  Govern- 
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ment  of  all  the  three  Kingdoms :  And  the  Throne 
was  thereby  ^cant,  that  is  empty.  Neiti^er  was  he 
in  it,  becaufe  he  had  put  himfelf  out  of  it  ^  nor  was 
any  Heir  in  it,  b^^caule  there  was  no  Demife,  as  they 
call  ir,  that  is,  no  leaving  it  to  any  Heir  •,  and  he 
could  not  leave  that  to  his  Heirs,  which  was  become 
not  his. 

I  will  not  fay  that  in  fuch  a  Cafe  Equity  is  not  due  to 
worthy  Heirs.  But  neither  an  Infant  that  would  be 
bred  up  a  Papifi.,  if  there  were  no  doubt  of  his  Birth, 
nor  any  Papifl,  whofe  Religion  binds  him  to  root  out 
what  he  calls  Herefy,  can  be  a  worthy  Heir  to  a  Pro- 
teftant  Kingdom.  Therefore  all  Papiih  are  juftly  and 
happily  excluded. 

But  what  Ncceffity  compels  muft  be  done.  There- 
fore King  Willia.ii^  the  next  Heir  after  the  two  worthy 
PrincefTcs  and  their  Iffue,  was  proclaim'd  with  Queen 
Mary\  and  the  full  Exercife  of  the  Kingly  Power  was 
committed  to  him.  For  it  was  necefTary  that  he  fhould 
have  all  the  Power,  and  Time,  and  Encouragement 
that  could  be  given  him,  to  continue  and  compleat 
that  great  and  wonderful  Deliverance,  which  God  had 
wrought  by  him  -,  and  which  by  him  alone  God  had 
given  us  hope  of  having  it  continu'd  and  compleated  to 
us. 

It  would  have  been  a  hard  thing  to  fet  a  good,  ten- 
der Woman,  to  a  grievous  and  dangerous  War  with 
natural  Affection  :  Altho  our  Duty  to  our  Country  is 
to  be  preferr'd  before  any  Obligation  to  a  Father  ^  and 
we  are  commanded  to  hate  Father  and  Mother  for  the 
true  Religion,  Luke  14.  26. 

The  next  Proteftant  Heir  now  living  is  our  worthy 
King  George^  and  therefore  our  lawful  and  rightful 
King,  a  King  whom  God  has  endued  with  Abilities 
to  take  care  of  usin  thefe  difficult  and  dangerous 
Times. 

I  have  now  prov'd  the  Right  of  the  Proteftant  Suc- 
ceiFion  by  the  Law  of  thefe  Kingdoms,  as  it  is  a  Legal 
Monarchy. 

And  this  is  according  to  an  antient  Statute  recited 
ia  an  Addrefs  the  Parliament  fent  to  King  Richard  the 
lecond  :    Which  Addrefs  is  related  by  the  Hiftorian 
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H,  Knighton  *,  and  therein  the  Parliament  fpake  thus : 
There  remains  alfo  another  thing  of  our  MefTage, 
which  we  have  to  impart  to  you  on  the  Behalf  of 
your  People.  They  find  in  an  antient  Statute,  and 
it  has  been  done  in  faft  not  long  ago.  That  if  the 
King  thro  any  evil  Counfel,  or  foolifh  Obftinacy, 
or  Contempt,  or  a  fingular  perverfe  Will,  or  any 
other  irregular  Way,  fhall  alienate  himfelf  from  his 
People,  and  will  not  be  govern'd  and  guided  by  the 
Laws  and  Statutes  and  laudable  Ordinances  of  the 
Realm,  together  with  the  wholefome  Counfel  of 
the  Lords  and  Great  Men  of  the  Realm  •,  but  per- 
fifting  obftinate  in  his  own  mad  Counfels,  will  per- 
verfly  profecute  his  own  fingular  Will  :  That  thea 
it  (hall  be  lawful  for  them,  with  the  common  Aflenc 
and  Confent  of  the  People  of  the  Realm,  to  depofe 
that  King  from  the  Throne,  and  fet  up  fome  one 
near  of  Kin  *  of  the  Royal  Family  in  his  Place  in  the 
Throne.     J-f.  Knighton,  Collea.  2681.' 

I  come  now  to  prove  the  Right  of  the  Protefiiant 
Succefiion  by  the  Law  of  God,  whether  the  Monarchy 
of  thefe  Kingdoms  be  Legal  or  Abfolute.^ 

Read  ferioufly  the  thirteenth  Chapter  «4  the  Romans  : 
There  you  will  fee  that  the  Powers  and  Rulers  which 
are  ordain'd  of  God,  and  which  God  commands  us  to 
be  fubjeft  to,  and  not  refifl:,  are  the  Minifl:ers  of  God 
for  our  good  j  and  not  a  Terror  to  good  Works,  but 
to  the  evil. 

Therefore  King  James^  whatever  Power  he  had, 
altho  it  were  Abfolute  Power,  yet  becaufe  he  made 
himfelf  not  the  Minifter  of  God,  for  the  Good  of 
thefe  Proteftant  Kingdoms,  but  fuch  a  Terror  to  good 
Works  as  is  aforefaid  -^  and  fu£h  a  dreadful  Terror  to 
all  true  Protellants,  that  in *K.earon,  and  in  all  Expe- 
rience of  Popilh  Princes,  there  was  nothing  lefs  to  be 
expected,  than  fuch  a  cruel  and  barbarous  Defirudion 
of  the  Proteltants  of  thefe  Kingdoms,  and  all  the  Do- 
minions belonging  to  them,    as  was  in  Ireland  in  the 
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Year  1641,  or  as  was  lately  in  France  ;  I  fay.  King  'jama 
having  fo  made  himfelf  not  the  Minifter  of  God  for 
our  good,  but  fuch  a  Teror  to  good  Works,  he  was  no 
more  the  Power  or  Ruler  which  God  commands  us  to 
be  fubjeft  to,  and  not  refift. 

And  his  PopiQi  Heirs  being  by  their  Religion  anci' 
Confcience,  and  conftant  Experience,  all  of  the  fame 
Mind,  no  Minifters  of  God  for  the  good  of  Proteftant 
Kingdoms,  and  by  no  Promifes  nor  Oaths,  nor  any- 
other  Obligations,  but  only  the  want  of  Power  and 
Opportunity,  withheld  from  cruelly  rooting  out  thof& 
they  call  Hereticks  •,  we  have  moft  juftly  left  him  and" 
them,  and  put  ourfelves  under  the  Government  only 
of  Proteftant  Kings  and  Queens. 

Again,  in  the  faid  Thirteenth  Chapter  to  the  Romans^ 
you  may  fee.  That  our  whole  Duty  to  the  King  there 
taught,  and  all  Duty  to  him,  and  to  all  Men,  is  con- 
tained in  this  Commandment,  Thoufialt  love  thy  Neigh- 
bour as  thy  felf.  And  Gal,  5.  14.  All  the  Law  is  fulfilled 
in  this  one  Word,  even  in  this  *,  T'hou  pjalt  love  thy  Neigh- 
bour as  thy  felf.  The  plain  meaning  of  this  Command- 
ment  our  Saviour  gives,  Matth.  7,  12.  in  thefe 
Words  :  All  things  what  fo  ever  ye  would  that  Men  fhould 
do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  fo  to  them.  Not  all  things 
whatfoever  in  the  drift  fenfe  of  the  Words,  but  in  the 
reafonable  meaning  of  them  :  for  we  fometimes  would 
have  others  do  finful,  or  unreafonable,  or  foolifh  things 
to  us  *,  and  it  cannot  therefore  be  our  Duty  to  do  the 
like  to  them  :  Therefore  it  muft  be,  All  things  what- 
foever in  our  right  mind  we  would,  or,  which  is  all 
one,  we  reafonably  would  that  Men  fhould  do  to  us. 
Therefore  nothing  but  what  is  upon  fome  account  or 
other  reafonable,  is  our  Duty  to  the  King. 

Now  it  is  upon  no  account  reafonable,  that  the  Sub- 
jefts  of  Proteftant  Kingdoms  fhould  fit  ftill,  and  fuffer 
their  true  Religion  eftablifh'd  by  Law,  with  all  the 
true  ProfefTors  of  it,  to  be  cruelly  deftroy'd  for  the 
Superflition  and  Idolatry  of  the  King,  even  if  he  were 
an  abfolute  King  :  Nor  that  they  fhould  continue  to 
be  fub)eft  to  him,  after  he  had  fhewn  himfelf  unal- 
terably bent  upon  fo  doing  :  Nor  that  they  fhould  fub- 
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m'lt  themfelves  to  any'Heir,  who  by  his  Religion  is  cer- 
tainly of  the  fame  Mind. 

Therefore  again,  we  have  moft  juftly  left  the  late 
King  James^  and  put  our  felves  under  his  Proteftant 
Heirs  only. 

Having  now  fully  prov'd  the  Right  of  the  Proteftant 
Succeffion  •,  it  remains,  that  I  give  Satisfaction  as  to 
the  great  Objection  of  Pa ffive  Obedience. 

This  will  be  done  by  confidering  how,  according 
to  the  aforefaid  meaning  of  the  Great  Commandment, 
Tloou  fljalt  love  thy  Neighbour  as  thy  felf\  nothing  is 
required  which  is  not  upon  fome  account  or  other  rea- 
fonable. 

Now  the  beft  of  Men,  and  the  beft  of  Kings,  hava 
their  Failings,  and  fometimes  even  great  Failings  ^  and 
we  cannot  expert  neither  always,  nor  often,  the  beft 
on  the  Throne.  Therefore  it  is  both  reafonable  and 
necefifary,  if  we  will  have  any  Government  (and  with- 
out Government  there  is  no  living  in  the  World)  that 
we  patiently  fufTer  Injuries  from  our  Governors. 

But  we  are  to  confider,  not  only  what  is  reafonable 
with  refped  to  the  King,  but  alfo  with  refpeft  to  our 
Country  •,  that  we  may  not  by  taking  Arms  bring 
upon  it  the  dreadful  Calamities  of  War:  And  alfo, 
that  we  may  not  by  Refiftance  bring  Authority  into 
Contempt,  and  thereby  embolden  all  Wickednefs  and 
Mifchief.  For  thefe  and  other  Confiderations  we  ought 
patiently  to  endure  many  and  great  Grievances,  rather 
than  ufe  a  Remedy  which  is  worfe  than  the  Difeafe. 

And  where  Popery,  or  any  other  falfe  Religion,  is 
the  Religion  eftablifh'd  by  Ljiw,  and  the  true  Religion 
is  not  alfo  by  Laweltablifh'd  ^  there  Religion  being  the 
higheft  Concern  of  Mankind,  and  not  to  be  chang'd 
without  thegreateft  Reafon  (Jer.  2.  10,  ii.  Afic.  4.  5.) 
it  is  reafonable  that  the  Profeflbrs  of  the  Truth  ftiould 
give  their  utmoft  Proof  of  it,  by  patient  fuffering 
whatever  Punifhment  (hall  be  laid  upon  them  by  thole 
who  verily  believe  they  ought  to  punifh  them  as  Ene- 
mies to  the  Truth,  Acls  26.  9.  Chap.  23.  i.  For  by 
this  Means,  as  much  as  by  any  other,  the  Heathen 
World  was  converted  by  the  antient  Chriftians.    And 
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in  fuch  a  Cafe  God  gives  Powet  and  Strength  to  true 
Chriftians  to  endure  the  greateft  Sufferings. 

But  where  the  true  Religion  is  the  Religion  efta- 
blifh'd  by  Law,  and  long  fettled  ^  if  the  King  there 
jfhould  endeavour  to  fupprefs  and  deflroy  it,  and  the 
ProfefTors  of  it,  and  kt  up  Popery,  or  other  falfe  Re- 
ligion ',  and  there  be  no  way  to  hinder  his  fo  doing, 
but  by  taking  Arms  :  Then  is  it  upon  no  Account 
reafonable  that  the  People  fhould  fit  ftill  :  For  the 
King  can  then  in  no  refpeft  be  accounted  the  Minifter 
of  God  for  the  good  of  his  People,  and  not  a  Terror  to 
good  Works,  but  to  the  evil  ^  and  confequently  he 
cannot  be  the  higher  Power  which  God  commands  us 
to  be  fubjeft  to,  and  not  refift,  Rom.  13.  Then  they 
have  all  the  Reafon  in  the  World  to  do  as  the  Macca- 
bees did,  I  Mac.  6.  59. 

And  our  Church  in  the  fecond  Part  of  the  Homily  a- 
gainft  the  Peril  of  Idolatry,  tells  us,  without  finding  any 
Fault,  That  when  the  Emperor  Theodorus  would  at 
the  Council  of  Xj/owj  have  agreed  with  the  Bifhop  of 
Rome^  and  have  fet  up  Images,  he  was  by  the  Nobles 
of  Greece  depriv'd,  and  another  chofen  in  his  Place. 

For  a  full  Satisfaftion  concerning  the  Profecution  of 
the  feven  Bifhops,  and  the  withdrawing  of  King  James^ 
I  will  here  add  the  Petition  of  the  Bifhops  for  which 
they  were  profecuted  ^  and  the  Propofal  of  the  King, 
and  the  Prince  of  Orange,  concerning  a  Free  Parlia- 
ment, before  the  King's  firft  withdrawing-,  and  the 
Reafons  of  the  King's  being  defir'd  to  remove  from 
London,  before  his  fecond  withdrawing. 

To  the  end  that,  notwithfl:anding  the  Laws  to  the 
contrary,  the  Popifh  Religion  might  be  fet  up  with 
full  Freedom^  and  Papifts  might  be  put  in  all  Offi- 
ces and  Places  of  Truft  ^  the  King  two  feveral  times 
publifh'd  his  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Confcience, 
Jlpril  ^.  1687,  and  April  27.  1688.  In  which  Declara- 
tion he  took  upon  him,  by  his  Royal  Will  and  Plea- 
fure,  to  fufpend  and  difpenfe  with  for  the  future  all 
the  Penal  Laws  againft  Papifl;s  and  other  Diffenters, 
and  the  Laws  for  the  Oaths  of  Supremacy  and  Alle- 
giance, and  the  Tefts, 
^        '  This 


This  Declaration,: -^tfy  4.  1688,  he.order'd.to  b^ 
read  two  feveral  Sundays  in  all  Churches,  and  to,  be 
diftributed  by  the  BiOiops.  Upon  this  the  Bifh^ps  pret 
fcnted  the  following.  Pe^tion.

already  faid.  Bat  becaufe  very  few,  in  con>pariron, 
now  have  the  Books  and  Papers,  wKerein  are  £hefe  and 
other  things  that  I  have  written,!  may  do  q/jy  Coun- 
try fome  Service  by  writing  them  again.      / 

Upon  the  King's  withdrawing  the  firfr  time,  and 
dilappointing  his  People  of  all  their  Expectations, 
dreadful  Tumults  arofe,  with  fiery  Rage  againft  the 
Papifts.  The  Soldiers  of  the  King's  Army  being  dif- 
banded  without  due  Order  by  the  Earl  of  Feverfl.am^ 
and  without  difarming  the  Jripj  Papifts,  committed 
great  Diforders,  and  added  to  ihe  Provocation  of  the 
People.  Great  Numbers  of  armed  Papifts  had  been 
lately  obferv'd  to  refort  to  the  City,  and  Parts  adja- 
cent. December  the  14th,  two  Days  before  the  King's 
Return  to  iVbitehally  when  the  Duke  of  Craftony  by

and  being  b«at^n  off  by  the  Soldiers,  dr^w  a  Piftoi.at 
him  *,  for  which  he  was  fliot  dead  upon  th?  Plape. 
And  the  Popiih  Caufe  being  then  defperate,  there  was 
rekfon  to  fear  other  defperate  Attempts,  as  to  fir?  the 
Gicy  again,  and  to  kill  even  the  Prince  (a  thing  Ro^ 
uniifual  wifh  :Papifts.)  And  when  the  King  was  re^ 
turn'd  to  Whitehall^  December  the  "i6th,  dpfing  thc> 
time  he  ftay'd  there  the  Palace  was  crouded  with  Priefts, 
Jefuits,  Jri/h  and  other  Papifls,  after  the  cM  nnnoer  \ 
wirh  whom,  at  fuch  a  time,  Quarrels  might  happen, 
with  fatal  Confequences,  and  even  the  endangering  the 
King's  Perfon. 

-  Therefore  the  Prince  being  eameftly  defired  by  the 
City  to  make  all  the  hafte  he  could  to  come  to  ir,  fop 
the  Security  of  it,  and  for  the  fettling  the  Pea.ce  of  the 
Kingdom  *,  and  being  obliged  on  no  Accoytnt  tO  n? gleft 
the  Great  Work  he  came  for  into  England  :  Audit  being 
^ehnot  convenient  for  the  Safety  either  of  the  King  or 
of  the  Prince,  or  for  the  Peace  of  the  City,  for  the  King 
and  the  Prince  to  be  there  at  the  fame  time:  The  King 
was  defir'd,  by  a  Meflage  from  the  Prince,  with  all 
the  Refpeft  and -Decency  that  the  Circqmftant^cs  qf 
that  time  wouW  admit,  and  with  all  careof  hisiSafe- 
ty,  to  remove  from  Lmdon.  And  whatrt:he  Prince  did 
herein,  was  with  the  Advice  of  the  Lords  that  were 
with  him*  An<i  he  gave  the  King  free  leave  to  go  whi-
